AN ELEPHANT'S NAILS, 
rue Paring Process • SI* Hoora' Job Thrss 

Three times a year at least a captive 
elephant must have his hoofs cut and 
trimmed into good shape— onoe in the 
spring, onoe when traveling with the 
circus in the summer and onoe more 
when the huge boast has returned to 
winter quarter* 

The sole of the elephant's foot be- 
comes gradually covered during the 
year with a substance resembling horn, 
much like his three great toe nails. 
Thla, If allowed to grow too dense, is 
apt to crack and make the beast lame. 
Accordingly one of the keepers sta tions 
the elephant In the ring and bide: him 
balance himself on three legs while ho 
out the other behind him, 
resting it on a block of wood or box. 
With a carpenter's "drawing-knife** 
the hoof is then attaoked and shaved 
quickly down. Sometimes pieces of the 
bony substance Ave or six inches long 
iud nearly as thick are cut off without 
the elephants feeling any pain what- 
sver, or the knife taking too muoh from 
the sole. 

Frequently pieces of glass, nails, 
Bplinters and the like are found im- 
bedded in the growth, and these it is 
very important to have extracted, lest 
they should work their way upward 
and fester in the foot. When the first 
rough going over is completed, the 
keeper, with a smaller knife trims each 
nail into handsome shape (its cleanli-

FLOATING VEGETABLE MATTER. 
Nature's St-thod ^f - bl.trtbutln* ttaeda 

In some parts of the world, notably 
In the Malay archipelago vast quanti- 
ties of vegetable matter are always 
floating about on the sea. On the 
Molucca islands the trees seem to dis- 
pute with the waves of the ocean for 
tha possession of the solL Not only 
are their roots and often portions of 
their trunks Immersed in water, but 
their branching crowns inollne in the 
same direction and are bathed by the I 
tides. Thus the numerous currents of ' 
the Molucca sea are charged with sea- 
weed* intermixed with flowers, fruits, 
coooanuts, nuts or other palms and 
even whole tree*. Tbe amount of 
driftwood thrown upon all shores la 
enormous Eskimo along the Arctic 
coast of Alaska depend upon it wholly 
for wood supply. Natives of the coral 
islands of the Pacific get all their 
atones for toolB from the roots of 
drifted trees, in whloh the stones were 
found imbedded. 

The carrying of seeds by ocean cur- ' 
rents Is one of nature's most interest- 
ing methods of distributing plants 
through the world. Darwin, who de- 
voted much attention to investigating 
the matter, proved that many 
kinds of seeds will bear immer- 
sion in water for one hundred 
days, or even more, and still retain 
their vitality, so that when thrown 
ashore they are ready to sprout Not 
a few species, which will sink when 
green, float if they have chanced to 
dry before falling Into the stream 
which carries them to Hie ocean. For 
the very purpose of accomplishing this 
distribution by water, nature has made 
the husks of many seeds practically 
waterproof. Among the familiar ob- 
jects picked up on the ocean beach are 
the so-called sea-beans. It is popularly 
supposed that the plants which bear 
these beans grow in the water. The 
beans are found in enormous quantities 
on the Florida shore and in diminish* 
ing numbers northward along the At- 
lantic coast They are the seeds of 
various pod-bearing vines — climbing 
plants plentiful along the shores of the 
Caribbean sea. Each pod, resembling 
an exaggerated peapod, contains a 
number of seed* The latter, falling 
when ripe into the water, are carried 
by the gulf stream around the south 
end of Florida and up the Atlantic 
coast There are three important va- 
rieties, one reddish and flat another 
mora round and gray, and the third 
■nuch bigger and of a mahogany color.

MOLECULAR LIFE IN DIAMONDS- 
Gems Declared to Be Masses of Enor- 
mously Active Atoms. 
If you think your polished dia- 
mond is a mere aggregation of in- 
animate crystals, you are away 
wrong. If you imagine that its com- 
ponents are devoid of orderly, cohe- 
rent motion, you are equally mis- 
taken. It has come to pass that we 
are given to understand that dia- 
monds are masses of active mole- 
cules. Inasmuch as every body is 
Composed of multitudes of exceed- 
ingly small yet not indistinguisha- 
ble molecules, it might bo concluded 
that in a solid, at least, these parti- 
cles would be clustered together in 
an indivisible mass. This theory as 
applied to diamonds Is incorreot, 
and has been completely overthrown 
by the researches and experiments 
of Sir Robert Bail, of Liverpool. 
The facts set forth by Mr. Ball with 
reference to the structure of the 
diamond are fascinating. He as- 
aerts that were the sensibilities of 
our eyes increased so as to make 
them a few million tunes more pow- 
erful, it would bo seen that the dia- 
mond atoms, which form the perfect 
gem when aggregated in sufficient 
myriads, are each in a condition of 
active movement of the most com- 
plex description.

When glass is cut with a diamond, 
the edge which seems so hard is 
really composed of rapidly moving 
atoms. The giass which is OJ't is also 
merely a mass of moving molecules, 
and what seems to happen is that as 
the diamond is pressed forward its 
several particles, by their superior 
vigor, drive the little particles of 
glass out of the way. — N. Y. Her- 
ald. 

STORING OF FLOUR. 
Liability of Hero in I n ir Contaminated by 
Unclean Surroundings. 
Ordinary bread dour is an article 
which is exceedingly liable to absorb 
odors. Therefore espeolal 
be taken in the purchase and ■torn;* 
of it; for even If ft bear the brand of 
the very best make and has been kept 
in a musty pi- — for even a short time 
by the grocer .vttl tell its own story 
in the very fi making. 

Hence it 1 rabie to buy flour of a 
grocer who i telligent and careful 
in bis metho >f storing hU goods. 
Old, tumble-dc , grocery stores with 
ill-ventilated o »rs and a general air 
of dilapidation and shiftlessness about 
the premises are poor places to deal, 
even though the grocer may offer his 
goods at a few pennies leas per pound 
than his enterprising rival in a cleanly 
store, kept in spick and span order. 
There are a good many other grocery 
supplies that are easily contaminated 
by musty or uncleanly surroundings, 
though none more so than flour, which 
in daily use in the house. Even 
lough the flour is barreled up, must 
is a penetrating power which will 
reach through the wood. There is not 
so much danger, however, where flour 
is purchased by the barrel, as 
where it is bought by the twenty- 
five pounds or smaller quantity. 

then taken from an open 
barrel, which is but 
Ham, bacon, or any 
flavored supplies, are liable to contam- 
inate. The fact that flour is easily in- 
jured in this way is well known to all 
bakers, who are not only especially 
careful to purchase their supplies from 
trustworthy dealers, but in storing it. 
The organ of the London bakers, in 
enting on this matter, goes so 
to suggest that' since the fact of 
such contamination is admitted, ativan- 
should be taken of tho poeuliar- 
) place the flour where it will take 
upon itselt an agreeable flavor, which 
would be an improvement to the bread. 
It would seem difficult to suggest any 
flavor better than the simple nutty 
flavor of the wheat which is found in 
the best makes of flour. 

The necessity for keeping the flour 
barrel on a raised rack away from the 
floor has frequently been mentioned. 
Suah a rack may be a simple, home- 
made affair, resting on heavy castors, 
6uch as are used on a piano, bo that it 
may be frequently shifted and the 
space undernoath cleaned out Or it 
mojr consist merely of two largo beams, 
raising tho barrel above the ground, 
leaving a space for ventilation beneath 
it Whore some such oontrtvanco is 
not arranged and tho flour barrel rests 
flat on »ha floor, It is likely to become 
musty and the last bakintf is pretty 
sure to bo of quite an inferior quality.

REBELLION.

Vow Titer Did It. 
I have waited in vain for several 
/ears for some of the comrades to 
speak of the battle of Rappahannock 
station. I think, perhaps, I may be 
able to stir some of them up. 

In November, 18ti3, our corps, the 
Sixth, lay in camp near Warrenton. 
Va., If memory serves me right. At 
daylight the morning | of the 7th we 
broke camp, and started, destination 
unknown; for, as usual, tho private 
loldier had not been consulted. 

We laaribfld about ten miles, arrlv 
Ing on what was to be the battlefield 
between 13 and 1 o'clock. A staff 
officer rode up and asked th« solonol, 
"What regiment is this?" 
The answer was, "The 122d N. Y." 
"The general desires mo to Bay that 
r^u shall put three companies, under 
charge ot a trusty officer, on skirmish- 
tine three paces apart" 

Still we were unconscious of what 
was coming, as we could see a line 
out in front of us, and of course 
thought we wore to relieve them. 

We did not discover our mistake 
until after we had advanced half the 
distance that lay between us. Then 
we saw tho general and staff ride 
up on a knoll and the stars and bars, 
and know for a certainty that we 
wsre "in it." 

This was one of the most hotly-con- 
tested skirmishes that I was ever in 
iu my three ye&.-s of service. \V\icn 
we were within 200 y?rds of these 
earthworks tney wero In them, and 
then the fun for them, but death for 
us, began. Two* thousand rebs pop- 
r »ed away at their leisure over their 
is, and we had J no 



Anally got to tho road. Our ammuni- 
tion was exhausted. Some one saicA, 
"Boys, here comes the relief, ' which 
consisted of the 131st New York, 
119th Pennsy lvania, 5th Wisconsin 
and 6th Maino. 

This was as tho shadows wf night 
were spreading their mantle. 

When the boys reached the road 
over it they went, and for the works. 
Soon the top of the rebel works were 
one sheet of flame. The fire was re- 
turned, and over the works went the 
line of blue. Pistol-shots, clubbed 
musket blows, and cursing, swearing 
and cheering for a brief period, and 
all was quiet The result was 1.000 
prisoners, 2,000 stands-of-arms and 
four pieces of artillery for ns. 

I saw thirty-one of the 6th Maine 
buried in one grave inside tho works 
next morning. I understood at tho 
same time that our force consisted of

i started for a like swap, and soon 
f«and mvsi'lf lying crossway s of three 
dead rebels.

Causing Deserter*. 

A tragic incident of Scott's i\a m- 
paijrn in Mexico was recently told by 
General McKinstry, a veteran of that 
war, to a writer of the St Louis Post- 
Dispatch. The occurrence, as thus 
graphically related, has been glossed 
over or omitted as of no importance 
by the historians of that glorious 
inarch. 

At the battle of Churubusco," said 
the general, "we captured a large 
number of deserters from our service, 
who were duly tried by court-martial 
and sentenced to execution by hang' 
ing.

Harftey, acting as provost 
shal, had charge of the execution 
this purpose an adequate number 
ix-mule government teams were 
cn and stationed under tho ridge 
poles alternately, so that the leads of 
team stood next to the tails of 
that adjoining it.

It Was in the Early Days of 

Different from Most Funerals. 
During the construction days of the 
Northern Pacific railroad many small 
towns were born that flourished until 
the road was completed— then died. 
The little stoiy following actually oo- 
curred, and made an impression on me 
that I shall never forget To me there 
was a tinge of sadness that went 
straight to the heart. I occupied the 
exalted position of justice of the peace. 
Now, a justice of the peace in Montana 
in early days was a bigger man than 
tho chief justice of tho United States is 
to-day, and had a perpetual variety of 
entertainment Ho marries the people, 
buries tho dead, puts out fires, takes a 
drink with everybody, referees dog 
fights, settles family rows, preaches, 
makes speeches, and m«\st be ready for 
any kind. of work. For this aggrega- 
tion of duties he is called judge, but if 
he renders a wrong decision his 
is Dennis. 

One cold morning I was waited upon 
by a delegation of gamblers and in- 
formed that one of the girls was dead. 
They said she had passed in her cheeks 
during the night, and as she was tho 
Slickest girl in the camp she was to 
have a twenty-four-carat send-olf and 
no mistakes. I went around to see the 
body to find out, if possible, the cause 
of her death. I was satisfied that the 
girl had taken morphine and died from 
the effects, and ao rendered my decis- 
ion, which satisfied alL I set the hour 
for the funeral and returned to tho 
cabin to prepare my remarks. 
There was not a llible in the camp, 
and so I had to play it alone. It was 
cold, stormy, Montana winter day. and 
that added much to the sadness of the 
occasion. The grave was dug out 
among the pines, and a more God-for- 
caken place it would have been hard to 
find, but it was the best we had or 
could get 

Tho hour arrived, the procession 
formed, myself in front of the pall- 
bearers, consisting of gamblers, with 
the body in a rough pine box. Next 
came the girls of the town and the bus- 
iness men in the rear. We wended our 
way slowly to the last resting place, 
where, alone and unknown, amid the 
rocks and pines, with the awful still- 
ness of the mountains, all that was 
earthly of that unfortunate girl would 
stay until the last day. 

No one could pray; no.one could sing, 
poured out my soul to my God in my 
poor stumbling way — told Him all 
about it. We were unan.'uious in the 
belief that she was more sinned against 
than sinning, and would He in His in- 
finite goodness and loving kindness for- 
give her, wipe out all tho black spots 
Tier soul, forget her past and save 
for her soul's sake? Would He sus- 
pend all rules, throw open wide the

It was our funeral, because every- 
body did all they could. There were 
but few of all kinds, to be sure, but 
tan with souls to save. There are 
many of the old boys scattered through 
the northwest who will recollect that 
stormy Montana day, and how we 
knocked at eternity's door for admit- 
tance for that girl's soul, and all will 
agree that our knocking was not in 
vain— that the gates were thrown open 
and forgiveness came to her.
